Mli.WAUKKK, .-Spril "-'O.- Kate Kane, the 
only female lawyor in the cit}', throw 
water into the face of Judge Mallory 
while in court thia nioniliig and was fiiieil 

§r)0. She claims that the judge insulted 
her by word and action, but will nut say 
in what particular. .She refuses to jiay 
the fine and will forfeit bail unless friends 
intercede. 

She was sitting beside the clerk, and 
while the jutlge'a attention was directtid 
towards the jury Miss Kane grasp(.'d a 
glass of water, held it poi.scd in her band 
till tho judge looked around, when, with 
a rapid and vicions jerk, she threw the 
water B(iuarely into his face, ('xclaiiiiing: 

"Take that, you dirty doj^/." 

J udge iMallory , fairly spurting with in- 
voluntary rage, orjrred Kate arrestoil 
and marched to the prisoners' dock ami 
tinod her 5^50 and cost s foi- coni cm pt . Then 
Kato broke out into a pei fect torrent of 
abuse, calling the judge nanws, .and tell- 
ing him she would rather go to j.-ul than 
pay the lino; that tho county jail was a 
fjir more respectable placid than the mu- 
nicipal court room with his honor in it;

Its Rich Agricultural and 
Mineral Resources. 

THE CLIMATE AND FERTILITY. 



Ottawa, April i;?. — Dr. George 1'. 
Uawson, of tiie Ueologioal Survey, gftv.' 
an intere.iting account of the rosourecs 
of 'jriti-^li ("olmnlria and Lhu Puuce 
Kiver region before tlie ( 'ominittPfi of 
Agrieulttiri^ and iMiiigration tlii.s iiioni- 
ing. Tlu; valley of the l''raser lliver 
wu.s, lie .said, 1,0U0 miles in extent, 
,")U0 of which were available for the 
purpo.se of agriculture. The winter is 
cold, but not so cold an to render it 
nece.s.sury to house tlu; cattle. The 
siiinincr is lirv, and land uin.st be irri 
gated iu order to prudiK'o good cio|i.-<, 
but the irrigation can bo done without 
any very great expense of money oi' 
labor. On tlie iiigli platoaua in'tho in 
terioi" crops suO'er from suninier frosts, 
but the ual!ey:i are very frrtile and the 
country well adapteil for cattle-raising. 
The low Iving hinds in llie north are of 
considerable extent aiul are not liable 
to drought. Vancouver IhIiuuI eon 
tains some 389,000 acres of agrieiiltur.il 
hind, of which about ;!()(.), oij'u are of ,i 
superior cluiractei-, capable of prodiie 
ing eXL\Il, ;.: crops uf all cereals excepi. 
lii.liaii corn. Ten tlious.aiid acres of 
this area are now uiiiler cultivation, 
and the remainder is covered with 
dcii.se forest. Queen Charlotte Island 
contains 700,000 aere;> of land, the 
greiiter [lart of wdiieli iniglit be brought 
under cultivation. The land where 
cultivated i.s fertile, yielding large 
ero])s. The forests of liiitish Coliini 
bia contain the Douglas lir, wliieh 
sonietiiuos grows to a Imiglit of .'iOO 
feet, and i.s 17 feet iu dianietor; akso 
white pine, lieiiilock, yellow ceilar, yel 
low Cyprus, oak and maple. The.se 
fori'sls, owing to the h u m ni i I \' of the 
cliniati>, are not injureil b\' tires. Tiie 
tinibijr supply of the I'roviuce is iibuii 
dant and iiuflicii'iit for all itsrdjuire- 
iiient.s.

riie prinei])iil source.s of Uritisli (,'o- 
luinhia'ii wealth an; it.s uiining, its 
timber, and its li.slieries. The ndniiig 
i.-.. bowever, its chief indtislrv, to w hich 
all others luiist .subser\ e. (iold is .so 
widely distributed that traces of it are 
found in every stream, and even on 
saiitl on tin; s(!a .shore. Tlieri< aie l(.)."i 
localities in which mining for gold is 
carried on to a greater or less e\i.'iii. 
The total jiroduction of the Ibitish 
Columbia goklinines is calculated to be 
.§40,685,000. An average of •.>,'J10 
men iiave been eiigageil in mining, 
wdiich gives Hinco 18j.S an avnrago of 
•StiiiS ])er lunn jior anniini. in 18(11 

7.'>r), 000 worth of gold was sent oui 
of the eouiitry, ami in 188-J >rl,UI.'sUUU 
worth. The yield of gold lias been 
gradually decreasing of lato years, ow- 
ing to the p.xliaustion of the placer iniiie.s. 
The ((Uartz veins from which thuy have 
received their supply have not yet been 
worked. The reaa<Mi why tho mining re 
sources are not better developed is the 
difficulty of ]uoB[)ectiiig, much of the 
country where minerals are to be found 
being covered with forest, and the expeii.ie 
of transjiorting machinery and supplies 
into the interior is great. It costs as 
imich as lifteen cents a pound to transport 
gooils to some of the mining ilistricls oi 
the interior. When tho niilway is built 
these places will be much easier of access. 
Silver is found in the province, and Dr. 
Dawsun saw some apccimcns of rich 
ore.

The coal and lignite deposits are widely 
B])read; there are thirty-two loc.ditiis 
catalogued aa places in which coal is 
found, many of which will be utili/.e(l as 
sources <if fuel sujiply. A seam of anthra- 
cite was found in Queen Charlotte Island, 
w hich was worked for a time, but it has 
been abandoned. Tho seams in "Vaii- 
cotiver Island average from four to six 
and ten feet in thickness. Lar^e ipianli- 
tiea of co:d are e.^pnrted froni the islaiul. 
It is of tine (pialily, being for all purpo.ies 
as good tis the beat Nova .Scot la i:o;il. 
Lignite is found in the interior. line bed 
IS 40 feet thick, (..'opper and galena have 
also been found in British Columbia. Thi: 
eastern boundary of the pr(jviiiee is the 
I'JOtii meridian of longitude. 

■niF. I'KACi; UIVKIl. 

Ur. Dawson had explored the Peace 
River region, suuth of the 57th parallel <d' 
latitude. About fi, 000 arpiaie miles of it 
are within the British Columbia bouiidary. 
There are about li 1 ,000 scpiare miles in 
the wdiole region, 'j:i,000 of which are 
suited to agriculture. Much of it is 
covered with forest. The soil is magiii 
ticent, aa can be seen by the luxuriant 
growth of natural vegetation. Wheat 
can bo grown thoro. Frosts come early, 
but not early enough to injure wheal. 
W hen he was tlu're delicate plants were 
nip[)ed by the frost in .\ugust, but tiie 
wheat was not hurt. The season was ri' 
garded aa a very severe one. \\ heat w;ei 
grown at several of tho posts which he 
visited. Gold in small quantities, and 
coal have been found in the Peace River 
region. Dr. Dawson replied to questions 
asked him fully and with great cloar-

A SVSY SAT FOB TSS FZBBUEIT 
Two Firoa and One Alarm. 

Incii'Iknt Firk. — About ton minutes 
past six yesterday inoniin.i; tlio woodahed 
in rear of Mr. ilutoliiiisoii's houao, on 
Brnughton street, was discovered to be on 
6re. An alarm was quickly yiven and the 
engines were promptly on the spot, but 
the hre had by that time been extinguish- 
ed by the neighbors. The origin of the fire 
is entirely conjectural; but it is at least 
mysterious, as it broke out beneath the 
tloor of tliH building in wliicU no firo had 
been used since last atimmer. It is- said 
that an incendiary standing outside cuuld 
not have placed combustibles beneath the 
lloor as it was double boarded to the 
ground. The door ami windows were also 
secure when the smoke was first detected. 
A few dollars' worth only of damage was 
done. 

An Alarm. — At a quarter past eight 
last overing the lire hells again rang;with 
e.nisidorable celerity the hook and ladder 
and eiiLjine companies proceeiled in the 
direelimi -ivhoiice the alarm was given; but 
found im signs of a lire. It was a false 
alarm, and there is reason to believe it 
was the result of so-calltwi praetienl jok- 
ing on the part of boys. If so, the ofleiid- 
ers ill the event uf detection will lind that 
it is nut only a cruel and sonsoless, but 
an expensive form of joking. 

ACa.sk ok Arson. — The cngiiie.s had 
scarcely been housed when the Uelnge 
bidl started again with increased vigor 
and tins time, as the glare in the sky indi- 
cated, with good reason. Flames were 
seen issuing fronj a building on Yates 
street a little above Douglas used by Mr. 
.fewell as a storehouse fur erookorywaro 
and mattresses ; and although the engines 
were on the spot in a few minutes it was 
by that time eniiiplelely eiivelopeil 111 
tlaines which spread In an adjacent build- 
ing used for a .similar put [lose. In a few 
minutes more a two story building belong- 
ing te Ml. K. IJ. Hall and occupied by 
Chinese, situated on the upper side of the 
building that first took fire, also caught 
and the wood being dry and old burnt 
with alarming rapidity. By this time the I 
lirst building had fallen in and as it was ' 
impossible to save the biiildi'tg below it a j 
rope was made fast to one of the joists | 
aiiil with a yo he-o a dozen jack tars I 
brought il to the grmind. Mr. Hall's [ 
building was only partly damaged. The j 
powerful streams of water llirown by the ; 
steam uiigines soon dispelled the glare 
that had made everything as visible as at , 
noon. 'I'll the Deluge Co. the palm must 
be given for throwing the first water. 

The fire was first discovered by a lad 
named O. C. Huiistor, wiio was looking 
across from .loliiisoii street. He distinct- 
ly saw a bmilire burning against the she 1 
where the tire originated and just at the 
miinn nl the alarm svas given and the straw 
inside catching fire the fiaiiies sh-jt up to 
the roof, There is hardly room to doubt 
that it was the work of incendiaries. 'I'he 
strictest investigation .vill doubtless be 
hold and a reward offered by the city 
council fnr the discovery of the perpetra- 
tors of thes* outrages. Neither of the 
buildings destroyed are insured, but the 
goods belonging to Mr. .Jewell, of which' 
a quantity were saved, are covered 
by insurance to the amount of 8400. The 
stable of Mr. Wilson, baker, was on fire 
several times; but the firemen saved it at 
last. One nf the burned buildings be- 
lougeil to .Mr. .Jewell and the other to Uo- 
liimhus .Jones. The civic authorities 
shmild oiler a roward for tlio arrest of the 
inceiidiaricB. 

Lati;u. — Some persona wore seen strik- 
ing nialflhes underneath IMcKenzie it 
iMestoii's carriage factory, and un being 
pursued escaped up the ravine.

A frightful cyclone passed over Wesson 
and tlie town of Beauregard, a mile apart, 
yesterday. The wind the (last three days 
has been blmviiig a gale, and Inweiing 
clouds indicated its appmach. Its aji 
pruach was kiunvn some niiiiutes by a 
rumbling sound, windows in dwellings 
shaking violently, and many thought it an 
earthqiiaku. 'I'he thunder and lightning 
were torrifiic. Fences were turn ilnwn, 
trees uprooted and east a hundred yards 
away. East of the railmad the damage 
was light, but in the western pnilinn of 
the town the 'lestruction was awful in its 
character. One |>each oreiiard was struck. 
It was lined with a large number of 
houses in which operatives of the Alissis- 
sipiii nnilU are donticiled. The greatest 
destruction occurred. Groans of the 
wounded beneath the ruins were a[)iial 
ling. Dwellings were in alnins. .V pine 
forest just beyond was blown out of ex- 
istence. The Work of removing the dead 
and extricating the wounded from ruins 
was then begun. Calvin Reed, liv- 
ing in the vicinity, died from ex- 
citement. It is estimated the num- 
ber killed was 12. Two or three children 
are iiiiaHing. 'I'welve tu twenty dwellings 
were blown ilown. The number of peo- 
ple with broken limbs ia estimated at 75. 
The wounded were removed as fast as 
possible to a house which esca])ed injury. 
Several dead lay out in the violent rain 
more than an liiiur after the storm. The 
dead are now all laid out incolUns. Citi- 
zens are using all their power for the 
wounded. Many, it is feared, will die. 
\ special train wilh physicians from Mc- 
Coinb city and Hrnokhaveii has arrived.
